words, it could reproduce itself

Reconstruction of early corn

Much like locking the barn door after the horse has been 
stolen, National Guard Armories over the nation now are 
supposed to be taking tighter security measures in the 
light of a frightening theft of an arsenal of weapons, in­ 
cluding machine guns and grenade launchers, from an 
armory in California. 
We say the theft is frightening because of its potential 
implications. Have these weapons fallen into the hands of 
a revolutionary organization such as the Symbionese 


Liberation Army (SLA)? 
Even if the theft was perpetrated by a gang intending 
subsequently to sell the loot, it’s a dangerous situation. 
Authorities said the stolen weapons were adequate to 
equip an army company. 
The utter lack of adequate security is damning evidence 
of irresponsibility on the part of those whose job should be 
to see that something such as this is not allowed to hap­ 
pen. 
It’s outrageous that National Guard Armories are left 
mostly unattended after normal business hours. 
The federal government can and does spend money like 
a drunken sailor without the slightest qualms. To be told 
now that the Army can’t “afford” adequate security for 
arsenals at National Guard Armories is ridiculous. 
It wras ironic that on the same page that headlined the 
theft of the arsenal of weapons there was another headline 
which said that U. S. economic aid to Italy, if its internal 
situation should worsen, was assured. 
Wouldn’t it seem reasonable that if we have money for 
every foreign country which needs it, we could at least see 
that weapons from our armories aren’t made available, 
virtually unguarded except for locks easily broken, to any 
revolutionary, maniac, or profit-minded thief?

WANT TO BET on whether 
the General Assembly will 
leagalize gambling or establish 
a state lottery? 
A legislative interim study 
committee has given serious 
consideration to making such a 
recommendation, estimating an 
annual income of $10 million. A 
state lottery would require a 
Constitutional 
amendment, 
a 
process which would take until 
the fall of 1978 to accomplish. 
Other forms of gambling are not 
specifically prohibited by the 
Constitution 
and 
could 
be 
authorized by simple statute, a 
faster process. 
Pari mutuel betting, with the 
state licensing tracks and 
taking the “breakage” in bet­ 
ting, would produce as much 
income. An advisory voter 
referendum on pari-mutuel 
betting was defeated in 1968 
Near approval by voters in 
some areas of the state led to 
suggestions for local option on 
the gambling issue. 
Since the 1968 vote, there has 
been a change in sentiment in 
other parts of the nation. At that 
time, there were no state lot­ 
teries, with horse and dog race 
betting permitted in a minority 
of the states. However, New 
Hampshire found a legal way to 
re-establish a state lottery, and 
led the way. 
Recently, Illinois became the 
eleventh state to establish a 
state conducted lottery. Others 
include Michigan, Rhode Island, 
New York, New Jersey and 
Massachusetts.

charity, and overlooked by 
police agencies. Meanwhile, the 
vary organizations conducting

money for worth-while causes, 
are the staunchest supporters of 
“ law and order” programs. It is 
hypocrisy, and the law should be 
enforced strictly, or changed 
somewhat 
like the 
Illinois 
statute on gambling by “non­ 
profit” organizations. 
One 
Illinois 
legislator 
predicted the next steps would 
be 
off track 
betting 
and 
leaglized prostitution. I see no 
connection between the two 
New York did move from a 
lottery to off track betting 
conducted 
by 
the 
state. 
However, Nevada is the only 
state 
which 
has 
legalized 
prostitution, which is on a local 
option basis 
It has not been 


proposed in New York. 
Don’t get me wrong I join 
with such organizations as the 
Indiana Farm Bureau and the 
Indiana Council of Churches in 
opposition to legalized gambling 
in the state. Like alcohol, 
gambling is highly addictive, 
with those unable to afford the 
habit, the first victims. Gain 
without 
labor is always 
an 
appealing 
illusion and

tractive dream . As in the case of 
the illegal drug traffic, it would 
lead to a higher crime rate to 
support the habit, as well as 
increased welfare costs to 
support families of addicted 
gamblers. 
1 would support legalizing

Complete owner­ 
ship and 
control 
should 
be 
vested 
in 
the 
charitable 
organizations running 
such 
games. Frequent audits and 
accountability for the money 
should 
be 
required. 
Such 
legislation could easily be in­ 
serted into proposed laws being 
prepared to exercise stricter 
control 
over 
charitable 
solicitations in the state. 
It 
would be better to leaglize such 
activities than to continue 
turning our heads to obvious 
violations. 
NON ENFORCEMENT of any 
law, regardless of the reasons, 
sets the stage for disregarding 
laws 
individuals

jectionable. 
The Constitution states: “The

LEVELLAND, Tex. (UPI) - 
Camping out is no ordinary 
vacation 
for 
the 
Burl 
Cole 
family. It is, instead, a special 
trip into the past. 
For 15 summers, the Coles 
and three other families have 
loaded up their camping gear 
and traveled to a remote ruin 
near Quemado, N. M., where 
they spend a few weeks each 
year getting away from one 
civilization 
while 
trying 
to 
unearth another. 
The Coles and their friends — 
all 
archeology 
buffs 
—have 
excavated a remarkable find: a 
deserted Pueblo dwelling inhab 
ited by 
tribes prior to 
the 
discovery 
of 
America 
by 
Columbus, from about 1000 to 
1350 A.D. 
Bob 
Hext, 
a 
rancher 
on 
whose land the site is located 
unearthed some burials in the 
ruin 
and 
w-anted 
the 
site 
excavated. His daughter, Mrs 
Alvin 
Davis 
of 
Brownsfield 
Tex , knew the Coles and gol 
them interested in the potential 
of the find. 
Hext gave permission to dig 
the two-acre ruin, on the edge 
of a mesa about 40 miles south 
of Quemado 
Cole, an art instructor af 
South Plains College, and his 
wife, 
Laura, 
an 
elementary 
school teacher, first began tc 
explore the site in the late 
1950s. 
The 
amateur 
archeologists 
found a tangle of crumblec 
walls which had crashed in on 
the pueblo 
“We had to dig the ruin out 
with shovels,” Cole said “Often 
we had to sit down and start 
pulling out the rocks by hand. 
We used wheelbarrows to haul 
the rocks away 
and 
tossed 
them over the side of the mesa. 
“ According to the number of 
rooms 
in 
the structure, 
we 
think that around 500 people 
lived there at one time " 
Their efforts eventually re 
vealed a 
rectangular 
pueblo 
with room s on the outside and a 
courtyard in the middle, all 
constructed of rock wall mason 
ry 
“The Indians who lived in the 
area were a peaceful people 
with 
a 
permanent 
culture,” 
Cole said “They were farmers 
and hunters They grew corn, 
squash, beans and supplement 
ed their diet with wild berries 
and grasses " 
In addition to artifacts, the 
archeologists have found re 
mams of the Indians themsel 


ves. 
They 
unearthed 
four 
burials —a woman and three 
children in a pit house, a half 
dugout used by earlier Pueblos

Burned lime (slack lime) has been pro­ 


duced in 
Indiana since 
before 
1830. 


Pioneer settlers fired the stone on log 
heaps and in smalt kilns to make lime for 
mortar and plaster and for "sweetening"' 
their fields. Larger co me reía I kilns were 
built starting about 1850, and the lime 
industry flourished in many parts of the 
state until the depression of the 1930’s. 


In recent years, out-of-state stone has 


been 
used at Gary to produce large 


amounts of lime for flux in steelmaking, 


one of the major uses of this versatile 


chemical product. 


Studies by the Indiana Geological Sur­ 


vey indicate that high-purity limestone 


and dolomite suitable for producing lime 


could be mined by open pit or under­ 


ground methods in several Hoosier com­ 


munities. A new publication, Bulletin 42-j, 


"The Lime Industry of Indiana," can be 


purchased from the Survey.
